Judgment was given on the preliminary 
point raised in the appeals in the case of 
Patrick Breen and other residents of Listowel 
against J. P. Moran, the Commissioner 
exercising the functions of the Listowel Urban 
District Council. the Commissioners of Public 
Works, and the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. The preliminary 
point was whether the action was properly 
constituted in the absence of the Attorney- 
General as plaintiff, and the Court unani- 
mously held that the Attorney-General was 
a necessary plaintiff in the action.

Mr. Andreas O'Keeffe (instructed by Mr. 
James 8, Dunne) applied on behalf of Mrs 
Elizabeth Ferguson, Tieragorey, Ballyroney, 
Banbridge, County Down, for liberty to ap- 
ply for a grant of administration, under the 
78th Section, of the estate of her uncle, 
Thomas Laird, manufacturer's agent, late of 
22 Wesley road, Rathgar, Dublin, who was 
fatally injured in an accident at Rathgar 
avenue on 7th February last. 

Mrs. Ferguson stated in an affidavit that 
her uncle, who was a widower without chil- 
dren, died intestate, leaving two nieces, 
one the daughter of a brother, William, who 
died before him, and the other the applicant, 
who was the daughter of a sister, Martha, 
who also died before him. John Laird, a 
brother of Thomas, who would be entitled by 
law to a grant of administration, emigrated 
to New York over twenty years ago, and 
the applicant had not heard from him for 
over fifteen years, nor had any of his rela- 
tives to her knowledge. - A friend of her 
uncle Thomas had informed her that Thomas 
had received no letters from John, nor had 
he been aware of his whereabouts for at least 
ten years. John was three or four years 
older than Thomas, who was aged about 62 
at the time of his death. To advertise and 
employ agents to discover the whereabout of 
John or to take proceedings to have his death 
presumed would be likely. to cost almost the 
entire amount of Thomas's estate, which,

ORDER FOR POSSESSION 
(BEFORE MR JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


In a mortgage suit of the Ulster Bank, 
Limited, against John T. Meade, Mabestown, 
Donoughmore, Navan, an application was 
made by Mr. McGonigal {instructed by Mr. 
John Kieran) for the SR ES for an order 
to the defendant to deliver up possession of 
the lands. concerned. 

Mr. McGonigal said that the primary order 
in the suit was made in March of last year, 
and a Receiver was appointed in November 
last. The farm consisted of about 128 acres, 
and the defendant and his family resided in 
the house on the farm. The lands had been 
put up for letting, but there were no bids, 
although very successful lettings had been 
made of other estates in the County Meath. 
The defendant had tried to hold a pistol to 
the bank, and said that he would pay £800 
and no more, although there was over 
£2,500 due. . . 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that. according 
to the affidavit sworn by the defendant, he 
appeared to he a gentleman of some impor- 
tance in the district, because he said he was 
satisfied “to offer free sale.” That, 
apparently, meant that he was a sort of 
‘‘hoss’’ ip the district, who could do as he 
wished.

CHILDREN

CONDITIONAL ORDER 
DISCHARGED 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 


The cause shown was allowed and the con- 
ditional order of Aabeas corpus was discharged 
in an application on behalf of Wilham 
Francis Lynch, of Belvidere place, Dublin, 
for an order of’ Aabeas corpus directed to his 
wife, Mrs. Mary Josephine Lynch, of 25 
Marino Green, Dublin, in respect of their 
two infant children. te 

The parties, it was stated, were married in 
thiekanter: 1932, and for a time lived with 
the wife’s mother, and subsequently from 
April, 1935, in a flat. There were then two 
children of the marriage, and in July the wife 
left the applicant, taking the younger child 
with her. She returned in October, 1935, 
but left finally in January, 1936, taking both 
children with her. ‘ 

Mr. Justice Sullivan had adjourned the 
case to give the parties an opportunity to 
agree, but it was announced that negotiations 
to this end had failed. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Cawley (in- 
structed by Mr. Dermot J. Hanly) appeared 
for the applicant ; and Mr. Criven (instructed 
by Mr. Herman Good) for the respondent. 
‘Giving judgment, Mr. Justice Sullivan said 
that he ae not decide merely on the affi- 
davits that the conduct of either of these 
parties had been such as would digentitle 
either of them in law to the custody of the 
children. The case would be simple if he 
could deal with it on the basis of the father’s 
rights in common law, but he was forced to 
come back to the consideration of the welfare 
of the children. The youngest, Rita, was 
aged fifteen months, and he did not think it 
was in her interests at the moment that she 
should be removed from the care of her 
mother. The boy, William, who was 24 years 
old, was still of very tender years, and no 
matter how lenient and kind a father might 
be he could not, in his opinion, devote the 
same care and attention to the child as a 
mother. He thought it would be most unde- 
sirable to separate these two children at 
their present age. 

In dismissing the application, Mr. Justice 
Sullivan said that he wished it to be clearly 
understood that he was basing his decision 
solely on the consideration of the welfare of 
the children, having regard to their ages; 
and nothing that he was determining on that 
application could rule or affect any subse- 
quent application that might be made when 
these children had reached a greater age. He 
would make no order regarding costs. He 
directed that the father should have access to 
the children at all reasonable times.

Since our good health in wi:ter-cime 
depends very considerably on the amount 
of sunshine we imbibe in summer, it 1s 
specially important that, should the 
weather clerk behave fittingly this week- 
end, we should take every ounce of value 
out of the sunshine. 


IF IT IS WET 


So much for the dream. “Just as an 
insurance against the stark reality of a 
typically wet 1936 week-end it is “up” 
to every housewife to think out a bright 
alternative. 

Sometimes, after a very wet week-end, 
you ask a friend: “ What kind of a week- 
end had you?’ The reply ' (suitably 
worded to meet the requirements of the 
editor) is: *‘ Dreadful; had to spend all 
the time in the. house !”’ 

What a hideous reflection to cast on the 
abode called home, on the establishment 
and upkeep of which, year in, year out, 
such quantities of time, thought, moncy 
and even dreams are expended. 

Here is a’solution. Every normal house 
has at least a dozen sotmetime-we-must-do- 
so-and-so jobs attached to it. Good. In 
case of bad weather, let the housekeeper 
quite secretly arrange to have at hand the. 
materials for one of these “‘ jobs.”’ 

At breakfast, while the rain is busy 
battering down the garden flowers, lead 
the conversation round to this renovation 
or construction subject, and when someone 
inevitably remarks, “ Pity we can t get at 
it now!” produce the required material, 
and get the ball on the hop. 

I guarantee that if the proper enthu- 
siasm is supplied, the bug-bear of boredom 
will be kept at bay, and the day will be 
all too short instead of being endlessly 


long. 
HOLIDAY FARE 


But no cheating; the “ job” must be 
something out of the ordinary, and the 
hard-working holiday-makers should be fed 
on holiday fare. ‘* Feed the brute” is a 
really marvellous recipe for good humour. 

This does not mean that anybody in the 
establishment should be kept indoors to 
cook special dishes. This extra work should 
be guarded against by selecting cold dishes 
for the August week-end menu. The out- 
standing advantage is that cold dishes will 
be equally suitable, no matter whether the 
weather dictates that they are served in 
the diningroom or al fresco. 

And another claim to their popularity 
in the kitchen is that they can be made 
by the cook at her own convenience before- 
hand. 

Unless in very hot weather it is a good 
idea to serve something piping hot for at 
least one course. Nor need thie incur any 
trouble in cases where the family are wait- 
ing on themselves. 

Clear soup brought to boiling point will 
keep hot for hours if poured into a heated 
vacuum flask. It can be left. ready for 
use on the sideboard. The same thing 
applies to cofiee. But. if it is to be 
‘“white’’ for some people. boiling milk 
should be ready in a second flask. 


JELLIED SOUP 


There is rather a rage at present for 
cold jellied soup. For picnics it is usually 
served broken up from one mould. [If it 
is made with the intention of serving it 
at table, it is more appetising if served 
in individual “cups ” with the setting 
unbroken. 

When making this summer soup it

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 


THE “ OPSITS ” CASE 


DEFENDANT LOSES APPEAL 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


The Judge delivered judgment in the case 
in which Mr. T. O’Donnell, editor, Sunday 
Independent, appealed from an Order of 
District Justice Little, made “in the hearing 
of a complaint by the Attorney-General, that 
the defendant unlawfully published in his 
paper a certain proposal and scheme íor the 
sale of chances in a lottery called ‘‘Opsits.”’ 
The District Justice, on December 13th, 
ordered that the defendant be discharged, 
conditionally upon his entering into recog- 
nisances, and discontinuing the competition, 
and that the defendant should pay fifty 
guineas to the Attorney-General as costs of 
the prosecution. 

The Judge said that the sole point at issue 
was whether the competition was legally per- 
missable or constituted a lottery within the 
Act. Regarded merely as a word puzzle, it 
called for the exercise of a certain amount 
of skill, but regarded as a competition for 
prizes it had to be viewed in a different light. 
The competition was conducted fairly and 
above board in every way; but it was in 
reality a guessing competition, in which the 
distribution of the prize fund depended upon 
blind chance. In his view, the competition 
constituted a lottery within the meaning of 
the Lottery Act, and he confirmed the con- 
viction. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Kevin 
Haugh’ (instructed by Mr. D. O'Donovan, 
Chief State Solicitor’s Office), appeared for the 
Attorney-General.

MACHINE DETAINED 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


Judgment was given in the case of Rudolph 
Jones, against the Multy Products’ Co., Ltd , 
whose offices are at the Cross-Gun’s Bridge. 
Dublin. 

The action was brought to recover damages 
for the detention of a Roneo printing 
machine. 

The plaintiff, it was stated, was employed 
as secretary to the company, and his father, 
Clifford Jones, was a director. They were 
both discharged from their positions in March, 
1934. The plaintiff brought the machine to 
the defendant's factory, where he worked it 
for the benefit of the company. After the 
plaintiff left the company he applied for the 
return of the machine. The machine was re- 
turned to Messrs. Jones a year and a half 
after they had left tne company. The plaintiff 
had suffered loss in his private work by reason 
of the detention of the machine, 

The Judge gave the plaintiff a decree for 
£15.

Girls and women from 17 to 25 years 
of age from all classes of the population are 
included in the women’s labour service. Parti- 
ci_ tion is voluntary, except in the case of 
prospective university students. Before being 
allowed to begin their studies, the latter must 
be able to show that they have served six 
months in the labour service. The aim of 
this organisation is to train young women to 
help one another, and to be of service 
to their country. Life in a labour 
camp brings the girls in close contact with 
the social needs and problems of Germany. 
awakens their interest in these problems, and 
at ihe same time quickens their desire to help 
in alleviating this distress. During their 
labour service they act as helpers, iree, of 
cou “2, wherever a woman's burden of work 
is excessive, in the new settlements of our 
acricultural emergency areas and in the poorer 
districts of our industrial cities. They are 
sent into the homes of these women for several 
hours a day and work side by side with these 
overburdened housewives and mothers, helping 
them in a comradely spirit and so lmghtening

The labour service girls live in camps in 
groups of about thirty members Each camp 
has a leader who is responsible for the con- 
duct and wotk of the volunteers in her 
charge. The girls spend about six hours a 
day in their social service work. The ‘re- 
mainder of the day is filled with the usual 
training and with sports and games in the 


camp. : 
WOMEN WORKERS ' 

We have established also the Women's 
Office of the German Labour Front (fraue- 
nant der Deutschen Arbestefront), which is 
engaged in looking after. the. women workers, 
specially in the factories. This office 1s 
chiefly concerned with ensuring that no 
health injurious demands are made on the 
strength of the women workers, that a 
woman is only given work compatible with 
her physical strength and intellectual capabi- 
lity. We have delegated women workers in 
the factories to represent the interests of the 
women workers in their relations with the 
factory management, In this way, for 
mstance. it has already been possible in the 
metal industry to withdraw almost 20 per 
cent. of the women from the heavier work 
and place them at easier and healthier work 
at the same wage scale as before. 

The Women’s Office of the Labour Front 
is also co-operating with the National! 
Socialist Welfare Organisation (NS-Volks- 
wohlfahrt) to extend the present legislation 
to protect working mothers. It has already 
been arranged that women May give up their 
work four to six weeks before the birth of 
a child and receive assistance in the form 
of additional nutrition and nursery equip- 
ment out of funds of the welfare project 
“Mother and Child.”

BOY DROWNED IN POOE

AGED MAN'S DEATH 


How a ten-year-old boy slipped off a raft 
on which he had been playing and was 
drowned in a pond near “ The Stiles,” on 
the Dublin-Howth road, on Tuesday evening, 
was described at an inquest held in the 
Dublin City. Morgue yesterday, 

The boy, Desmond McCormack, of 15 The 
Orchard, Killester, had left home at about 
7 p.m., it was stated, and had gone with 
several others of about his own age to play 
on the raft at the pond, which is only a few 
yards from the main road. After the alarm 


had been raised, the Civic Guards dragged 
the pond, but the body was not recovered 
till about five o’clock on the following morn- 
ing. 

Svidence was given by the other boys that 
none of them was near him when he slipped, 
and that he was alone on the raft at the time. 

Christopher Glencross, of 60 Clontarf road, 
who was passing the scene a few minutes 
alter the accident, said that he dived into the 
water, but had been unable to locate the 
body. 

In accordance with the medical: evidence, 
the Acting Coroner (Dr. J. P. Shanley) 
recorded a verdict of accidental death. 

Inspector Maher appeared for the Guards, 
and Mr. G. Byrne, solicitor, for the owner of 
the land on which the pond is situated. 


A verdict of death from throat wounds, 
self-inflicted while, temporarily insane, was 
returned at an inquest on George Henderson, 
aged 76 years, of Woodville, St. Edmonds- 
bury, Lucan, who died in Steevens’s Hospitul 
on Wednesday. 

The dead man, it was stated, had been 
worried about his health for some years, and 
had only lately returned from hospital.

Dr. Roche, who performed a post-mortem 
examination, said that he found signs of lack 
of nourishment on the body. 

Recording a verdict, the Coroner, Dr. J. P. 
Brennan, said that no blame could be 
attached to anyone.

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£750,000 DRAINAGE 
SCHEME 


LOWERING LEVEL OF 


THE . BANN 
——— 
From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


BELHUAST, Thursday. 


Bann, which will cost nearly £750,000, 
is nearing completion. The efficiency of the 
scheme was tested last winter, and in the 
ast few weeks, during the excessive rain in 
Nas Ireland, comparatively little flood- 
ing arose in those areas which on former 
occasions experienced the full extent of the 
flooding from the overflow of Lough Neagh 
and rivers which run into it, and the storm 
water was cleared in a comparatively short 
time. 

The main Lough Neagh 
drainage scheme has been to lower the 
level of the Lower Bann river at different 
points to enable a more rapid discharge of 
water from Lough Neagh. By this means 
it, will be possible to keep the level of Lough 
Neagh in the winter months down to the 
summer level of 52 feet above ordnance datum, 
or four feet. below the normal winter level. 
The result of this will be that Lough Neagh, 
the largest lake in Great Britain or Ireland. 
which touches five of the six Northerr 
counties will be turned into a reservoir capable 
of taking the flood water from the tributory 
rivers* without causing flooding. 


MAY AFFECT CLIMATE 


The great portion of the land in Northerr 
Ireland will cease to be water-logged during 
the winter months, and it is even suggested 
that one result of this is that Northern 
lreland may enjoy a drier atmosphere. 

The contract price of the Lough Neagh 
and Bann drainage scheme is £650,000, to 
which has to be added compensation for water 
and fishing rights, which will bring the total 
to about £750,000. One-third of this amount, 
approximately, will be contributed by the 
County Councils of the five counties adjoining 
Lough Neagh, and two-thirds is being met 
by the Northern Government. 

When the major scheme is finished the 
County Councils responsible for rivers dis- 
charging into Lough Neagh and the River 
Bann which at present cause local flooding 
may undertake local drainage schemes, and 
these will be greatly facilitated by the com- 
pletion of the major Bann scheme. The 
Antrim County Council, for instance, may 
drain the Claudy and Agivey Rivers, which 
flow into the Bann, in such a way as to avoid 
the local flooding which took place during the 
recent heavy rains. The River Main, which 
flows through Ballymena, may also require 
attention 


THE MAJOR SCHEME 


A peculiarity of this river is that it. flows 
south from the north Antrim hills into Lough 
Neagh instead of joining the River Bann 
flowing north only a short distance away. 
The major scheme will carry off the flood 
water of the River Maia, bat will not cure 
the local flooding, which will require treat- 
ment by the County Councils, Several of 
the Northern County Councils, however, are 
waiting until the Lough Neagh and Bann 
drainage scheme is completed in about 
a fe oe months hence to see what effect it 
will have in curing the local flooding before 
entering upon local schemes. 

The Bann and Lough Neagh scheme is 
being carried out under the supervision of 
Major Sheppard, of the Works branch of the 
Northern Ministry of Finance.

Dr. W. B. Yeats 


The Academicians were happy to greet 
Dr. W. B. Yeats, who presided at the 
dinner of the Irish Academy of Letters on 
Wednesday night.; Although only recover- 
ing from a severe illness, Dr. Yeats has 
uot been idle; for he has just completed 
his anthology of English verse, which goes 
presently to the publishers, and I under- 
stand that he is engaged on another book. 

The poet has an able helpmate in his 
wife, who, after nursing him during the 
long period of his illness at Majorca, is 
always nearby to assist him at his desk, 
Mrs, Yeats transcribes most of his work, 
and is an efficient amanuensis and critic. 

Dr. and Mrs. Yeats are at their pretty 
home at Rathfarnham, where, by medical 
orders, the poet is obliged to deny himself 
Visitors and to remain in the quiet of his 
garden, He frequently uses a bath-chair, 
which his daughter Ann wheels to his 
favourite places. The poet-playwright, 
however, is gradually regaining his 
strength, and made a special effort to 
attend the Academy dinner, at which he 
presented the prizes to the Laureate of 
the year (Mr. F. R. Higgins) and to Mr. 
Joseph O'Neill, who won the Harmsworth 
Gid, for the book, “ Wind from the 

orth.” 


The Buntings 


The publication of Mr. Donal O’Sulli- 
van’s edition of the Bunting Collection 
reminds me of that distinguished family 
of Edward Bunting, and also the part

is works for the Press. 

Bunting’s herculean task, which he 
spent fifty years in accomplishing, is one 
of our greatest monuments to the genius 
and enthusiasm of an Irish scholar. Yet 
in all his letters to his dear friend and 
co-worker, Mary McCracken, he never 
forgets to pay tribute to the untiring 
assistance of Mrs. Bunting. 

Were it not for his wife, he says, he 
would never have finished his task. 
Writing in 1839, he says: ‘‘ Dear Mary, 
I sent you a newspaper to put you in 
mind of your old friend. My work is now 
over, thank God, nearly put out of mv 
hand, and my -poor wife’s also. who has 
had a weary time of it: indeed. I may 
safely say for the last twelve months 
the pen has never been out of her 
hand, copying, copying, back and forward, 
until both her heart and fingers were 
broken.

From Belfast to Dublin 


Our city may surely claim with pride 
Edward Bunting as one of its sons. Al- 
though born in Armagh, where his musica! 
education was begun as a chorister in the 
cathedral before he went to Belfast, he 
spent his ‘life journeying between the 

orthern city and Dublin. . 

By acting as organist of St.. George s 
Church in the city, then a fashionable 
quarte- of Dublin, and teaching fashion- 
able young ladies to play the piano, the 
musician supported his family. Their 
home in ot street where he lived with 
his two beautiful daughters and his son, 
Anthony, was an ideal one. 

The great culture of the parents de- 
scended to their children, and I under- 
stand that the love of music also has come 
down to the third generation. His 
daughter Sarah married Mr. McKory, of 
Belfast, and lived in Ratland square, 
Dublin. It was their son, Dr. Louis 
McRory, who gave so many valuable 
documents to Mrs. Milligan Fox, and 
helped her sister, Miss Alice Milligan, 
in their work. — His second daughter 
married Mr. James Wright, of Dublin, 
and their daughter Florence later married 
Sir Thomas Hanly Deane, the distin- 
guished architect of the Royal College of 
Science (now Government Buildings), and 
was knighted on the visit of the late King 
George to Ireland. Lady Deane, a widow 
since the death of her*husband in 1935, 
now lives in North Wales; but she and 
her husband graced Dublin society for 
many years, and Sir Thomas has left 
many valuable works on old Dublin, its 
architecture and its history, of importance 
to the country. 

The Bunting family, like so many of 
Anglo-Irish origin, found the strongest 
urge for their genius in their love of 
Ireland. Bunting claimed that his desire 
to achieve something for Ireland came 
from his Gaelic ancestors on his mother’s 
side: for he was a direct descendant of 
Patrick Gruana O’Quinn, who was killed 
in the Irish rising of 1642. His father

The 
chief attractions of the country may be sum- 
marised as the climate, the cost of living, the 
variety of interests, and last, but not least, 
the friendship and hospitality, which is such 
a striking feature of the Colony. 

The climate is excellent. like an English 
summer at its best. At night a fire ts always 
cheerful and pleasant, and the days are 
sunny and warm. The reason for this 
imvigorating climate is the immense range in 
altitude, therefore, no matter if a man comes 
for reasons of health, sport, or for a particular 
type of farmmg, he can choose his locality 
with a reasdnable certainty of not being 
disappointed. The cost of living is very 
moderate, certain imported articles, such, as 
wines, spirits, and tinned foods are fairly 
expensive because of import duties. On the 
ether hand, consider for a moment the all- 
important servant question. Xou spend £80 
to £100 a year on one servant—and even so, 
vou frequently have trouble. In Kenya vou 
can keep several excellent native servante for 
that sum. A native gardener, for instance, 
will work cheerfully for less than a pound a 
mo:th—and give you good results. Some 
Fast African tribes possess a natural aptitude 
for housework, and individual natives, with 
training, make very good cooks, while nearly 
all your laundry work is done at home by 
the native stafi. 

There is no imcome-tax as such, and direct 
taxation is light according to English 
standards; a family of four, provided the 
children have not reached school age, with 
an adequate staff of sérvants, can live quietly 
but comfortably on £500 a year. ‘This 
includes wages, clothes, entertammg, recrea- 
tion and holidays. 

The Government provide good schools at 
Nairobi, Nakuru, Eldoret and Kitale, 
education here being up to the standard of the 
Preliminary Cambridge Examination.

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American people. A great belt of terri- 
tory, stretching from the prairies of 
Western Canada down through the Middle 
West and across to the Missouri and the 
South-Eastern States, has been scared by 
drought during the whole of the past two 
months. For the States of the Middle 
West it is the third drought they have had 
in six years, and it is now generally 
realised that these afflictions have not heen 
isolated or freakish, but, to a large extent, 
simply steps in a process which must be 
countered by every possible means if 
cultivation in these areas is to be saved. 

It is easy for outsiders to say, adds 
The Times, thet the whole thine was as 
plain as porridge—that if prairies were 
ploughed and no hedges planted, forests 
felled and no seedlings set to replace them, 
pastures over-stocked and cropped to the 
roots, then the soil would certainly turn 
to dust and bring the danger of dronght 
in summer and floods in winter. There 
would be nothing left to hold the water: 
everyone can see that now. But even in 
our own small country, with all its hills, 
streams and hedges, we have not. quite 
overcome the problem of drought an‘ 
flood, and in some of our tropical) and sub- 
tropical dependencies we have allowed wide 
stretches of grassland to be over-cropned. 
The balance of nature is a tricky problem 
under the best of conditions. In a newlv- 
opened country. such as America was. with 
the land untried and settlers not bound by 
any common agricultural tradition, it was 
all too easv to break through nature's 
defences. The difficult task comes now 
when. if the defences are to be re-bnilt, 
the whole policy of exploitation must be 
reversed. 

In Mr. Wallace. Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, the farmers feel that they have a 
man who has helped them in the past. and 
will help them again if Mr. Roosevelt: ts 
returned in November. Mr. Wallace is 
already vigorously tackling the problem of 
drought and its prevention, The farmers 
are wanting him again to tackle bank- 
ruptcy relief and its prevention.

Air Services 


Mr. Derrig’s speech in the Dáil yester- 
day, and the statement which was made 
at about the same time in the House of 
Commons, bring the idea of a Trans- 
atlantic air service a little nearer, and 
make it a little more definite.

As a result of this meeting it has been 
arranged now that survey flights will be 
undertaken, and<that an “‘ experimental ”’ 
air service between the countries concerned 
will be begun as soon as possible with the 
co-operation of the United States Govern 
ment. A joint operating company will 
carry on these services, and its Boatd will 
be composed of nine directors—three from 
the United Kingdom, three from Canada, 
and three from the Free State.

BE proposed trans-Atlantic air service 
becomes almost a reality with the 
statement made by Sir Philip $ jassoon thiis 
afternoon in the House of Commons, though 
some time must elapse before the time is 
ripe for the first crossing of the Atlantic 
by a regular service of aeroplanes.

Yesterday the Guinness final dividend 
was announced at 12 per cent. and a 
bonus of 5 per cent., which, together with 
the interim dividend of 12 per cent., again 
makes a total of 29 per cent. for the year, 
less tax. 

The allocations again include £200,000 
to reserve, raising the total of that fund 
to £2.990,000. The amount set aside for 
depreriation is, £56,945, against £38,512 
last year, and £910,243 is carried forward, 
against £646,308. 

The allocations, dividend and larger 
carry-forward indicate that the net earn- 
ings have been slightly increased. 7. 

After the announcement of the dividend 
the price of the Ordinary stock units on 
the Dublin Stock Exchange fell to 151s. 6d. 
This time last year when the increased 
dividend was announced the price of the 
stock stood at 146s. 9d. 

The Financial News. commenting on the 
Guinness dividend, observes:—The pre- 
liminary figures of Arthur Guinness, Son 
and Co. for the year to June 30th ‘ast 
indicate a net profit figure of £2,026.000, 
in comparison with £2,013,000 for 1934- 
35. The Ordinary dividend and bonus 
distributions again total 29 per cent., less 
tax—a rate rather below more optimistic 
market estimates—while the reserve alloca- 
tion is maintained at £300,000, leaving 
the carry-forward to be raised by some 
£64,000 to £910,000. Yesterday’s announce- 
ment brought the Ordinary units back 
2s. 6d. to 152s., so that evidently sections 
of the market had been hopeful of a 
higher distribution up to the last minute. 
Earlier this year dividend estimates were 
on a still more generous scale, and the 
units reached the peak level of 161s. 6d., 
against the year’s lowest of 150s. The 
possibilities of economies through progluc- 
tion at Park Roya] have attracted con- 
siderable attention, and it is reasonable 
to suggest that undue stress has been 
placed upon the immediate incidence of 
this factor, for the Park Royal plans are 
still in the initial stages of development.

COLLAPSE OF 
CONDEMNED COTTAGE -

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CHILD was killed and twelve other 
children and a woman were injured 

when a two-roomed cottage collapsed on 
them while they were playing in Asylum 
Yard, Mark’s Court, off Pearse street, 
Dublin, yesterday evening. The dead child 
is Mary Ashe (9), daughter of Mr. 
Robert Ashe, 2 Mark’s Court. 

Eye-witnesses ‘stated that the children 
were playing in a group at the front of 
the house, which was unoccupied, having 
been vacated recently. At about 7.20 p.m. 
the cottage collapsed without warning, 
and buried some of the children under 
a mass of rafters, bricks and mortar. A 
number of people who were in the yard 
immediately extricated the children,’ who 
were taken to Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital 
in the Corporation Ambulance and a taxi. 
Mary Ashe died shortly after being ad- 
mitted to the hospital. She had received 
injuries on the head and body. 

The cottage which collapsed—No. 8 
Asylum Yard—was one of two standing to- 
gether. 


THE INJURED 


The injared persons are: Kathleen Mas- 
terson (44), Asylum Yard (detained in 
the hospital with a fractured right leg 
and head injuries); Mrs, Elizabeth Cal- 
laghan (33), 128 Townsend street (frac- 
tured ankle, cuts on the face and elbow, 
and injuries to one eye). Florence Murphy 


| (10) (fractured leg and bad shock), Mary 


Gannon (injuries to the leg, back and 
head), Margaret Murphy (17), of Mark’s 
Court, whe was anconscious when ad- 
mitted to the hospital with head injuries ; 
Joseph Gannon (injuries to the hip), 
James Gannon (fractured leg and cuts on 
the face). 

The above have been detained at the 
hospital for treatment, and the following, 
who were also involved in the accident, 
were discharged after treatment :—John 
Ward, Asylum Yard; James Murphy, 
Townsend street (cuts on the head); 
James Whelan (cuts on the back), Chris- 
tina Whelan (cuts on the leg), James 
Bradshaw (cuts on the forehead), and 
Bridgid Devoy: (9), Townsend street. All 
are children ranging in ages between four 
and twelve years. 

Mr. James Smyth, whose home, 14 
Asylum Yard, is opposite to the fallen 
cottage, said that shortly after seven

saw a number of children playing outside 
No. 8, the doors of which had been 
boarded up since it had been evacuated 
earlier in the day. Suddenly, withou t 
the slightest. warning, the cottage col- 
lapsed and buried some of the children. 
Others, including Mrs. Callaghan, were 
injured by falling stones and _ rafters. 


SCREAMING CHILDREN 


The children-and women were screaming 
when he and others ran to their help, and 
in a few moments all were clear of the 
débris, Some of them appeared to have 
received serious injuries and were bleed- 
ing from the head. 

Mr. Thomas Moore, of Townsend street, 
said that he was coming through the lane 
beside Asylum Yard when he heard a 
crash, and immediately afterwards three 
children ran down the lane screaming that 
a house had fallen. He ran to Asylum 
Yard and found the heap of débris, with 
a number of children underneath. . He 
arse away a number of rafters and 

ricks and took out a little girl, who, 
he afterwards heard, had died from her 
injuries. With the help of Charles 
Lawlor he managed to extricate a number 
of the other children from the débris, and 
by that time a large number of people 
had rescued the rest of the children. The 
injured people were taken into some of 
the houses in the yard, where they were 
treated until the ambulance arrived to 
take them to hospital. 


POLICE ASSISTANCE 


Immediately after the collapse of the 
cottage the Civic Guards were notified, 
and Superintendent Hurley and Inspector 
Beggs went to the yard with a number 
of Civic Guards. They assisted in takin 
the injured people to the hospital, an 
kept people from entering the second 
cottage, which was damaged and in danger 
of collapse. 

Residents in the neighbourhood stated 
that the two cottages had been condemned 
as unfit to live in by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion some time ago, and that the people 
who had been living in them were waiting 
to be given flats.in one of the new Cor- 
poration schemes. They recognised, that 
the cottages were unsafe, but w -e unable 
to obtain alternative room until quite 
recently. 

On inguiry at Sir Patrick Dun's 
Hospital late last night it was stated 
that an operation had had to be per- 
formed on Mrs. Callaghan, whose condi- 
tion is serious, and on Florence Murphy, 
who is said to be comfortable. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin visited the 
hospital last night and saw the injured 
people, and afterwards he visited the 
scene of the accident. With an official 
of the Corporation Architect's ¢ »partment 
he was conducted through a number of 
the houses in the vicinity, and spoke to 
the residents in regard to the conditions 
under which they are living for want of 
alternative accommodation. He will per- 
sonally bring up the question of the area 
and its relief before the Corporation 
Housing Department at the rext meet- 
ing.

CHANCE TO END THE 
STRIKE 
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From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
JERUSALEM, Thursday. 

Arab leaders, who are imploring for 
some ‘‘ face-saving ” device which would 
enable the . prolonged strike to be 
terminated, are now abundantly awarded, 
says the Palestine Post, commenting to- 
day on the personnel and terms of 
reference of the Royal Commission on 
Palestine announced yesterday. 

The newspaper welcomes particularly the 
third of the terms of reference regarding 
the implementation of the mandate, 
hoping that the Jews will take full 
advantage of it by bringing their griev- 
ances to the Commission’s notice, despite 
reluctance to accept another Commission. 

Some apprehension is expressed lest 
imamigration is made temporarily suspend- 
able during the sittings of the Commis- 
sion. One newspaper ‘points out that the 
experience of most members of the Com- 
mission on Indian questions does not in- 
dicate especial proficiency towards 
Palestine where racial conditions are 
radically different. 

While the Arab Press has so far made 
no comment, Reuter is informed that the 
censensus of opinion among Arabs is that 
the terms of reference are broad, thus 
promising a thorough inquiry, but do not 
encompass the major Arab demands.

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“Pe Spanish rebels are seeking recog- 
nition by the Powers of their 
“ National -Government,’’ which they 
claim to have set up, with Burgos as 
capital. General Franco, one of the three 
rebel leaders, has sent a Note ta the Danish 
Foreign Ministry requesting recognition. 
It is understood that the Danish Govern- 
ment has decided to await developments 
before sending a reply. 

The rebels also ais to, have dismissed 
all Spanish Ambassadors, Ministers and 
heads of missions abroad from their posts. 
This move follows requests from the 
Spanish Government that all Ambassadors 
and foreign representatives of Spain should 
reafirm their loyalty to the Spanish 
Popular Front Government, 

M. Leon Blum, the French Prime 
Minister, and M. Yvon Delbos, the Foreign 
Minister, yesterday denied reports of 
alleged French deliveries of arms, aero- 
planes and war material to Spain. The 
personal view of the Prime Minister is 
stated to be that the Spanish Government 
is regular and legal, and enjoys the entire 
sympathy of the French Government. 

It is strongly rumoured in Gibraltar that 
most of the ships of the Mediterranean 
Fleet at Malta are leaving there for 
Gibraltar. It is unofficially stated that 
H.M. hospital ship Maine has left for 
Spain, having been warned to prepare to 
receive 500 casualty cases. 


A REBEL ADVANCE 


Rebel forces from Seville have occupied 
the south-western towns of Huelva and 
Ayamonte, it is reported in Lisbon. 
Another insurgent column pushing north 


to Madrid has, according to Radio Seville, 


got as far as Ciudad Real, 100 miles south 
of the capital. 

The execution of thirty-seven captives 
arrested by the insurgents on the fall of 
Ayamonte was, at the last minute, sus- 
pended. 

Telephone communication between Por- 
tugal and abroad, which normally passes 
through Madrid, has been cut off since 
Wednesday evening. According to 
Madrid, the lines have broken down. 

After almost two weeks of civil war 
the Spanish Government controls 29 out 
of the 49 provinces.. These include the 
most important ones—for Madrid and 
Barcelona, the two capitals, are held by 
the Government. The Mediterranean 
ports, and Santander, Bilbao and San 
Sebastian, on the Atlantic coast, also be- 
long to the Government. 


HEAVY. FIGHTING 


Districts around Saragossa have yester- 
day seen the heaviest fighting reported in 
the civil war. Government aeroplanes 


‘have been very active bombing places in 


the neighbourhood of the city, one of the 
strongholds of the insurgent forces. 
Loyal columns are reported to be nearing 
Saragossa, the battle for which may be 
decisive for a large area of northern 
Spain. 

Reports from Madrid state that the ten- 
sion among the British community has 
eased, and that among a majority there 
is little disposition to leave. 

Madrid continues to be well supplied 


that they are now threatening the com- 
munications with the coast, says a 
Madrid message. 

After two days of comparative quiet, 
the insurgent army which is holding the 
Guadarrama ridge is again displaying 
signs of activity. An intensive bombard- 
ment_ from their lines has been begun as 
a rejoinder to the air raid with which 
the Government forces contented them- 
selves on Wednesday. The insurgents 
are known to be hard pressed, and the 
Government is. counting on an early re- 
tirement of the force which has been 
menacing Madrid for the. past week or 
more. 


BEER IN BARCELONA 


In Barcelona norma! conditions are 
rapidly, returning, All shops ate open, 
and breweries have commenced distributing 
beer as usual. 

The idea that the French Government 
may reconsider its previous neutrality 
declarations as a result of reports that 
arms are being furnished to the insur- 
gents from Germany and Italy, causes 
considerable. apprehension in the Right 
Press of France. The Temps again returns 
to the fear that Spain may become the 
pretext for a bloody European conflict. 

Authoritative circles in Rome ‘insisted 
last night that there are no Italian aero- 
planes in Spain, despite reports to the 
contrary. 

General Carresco, former Military 
Governor of San Sebastian, who was with 
the anti-Government forces at the Loyola 
artillery barracks when they surrendered 
earlier this week, has been executed, states 
a Hendaye message. He was shot by loyal 
troops, together with fifteen or twenty other

HEROIC COMMUNIST’S 
SACRIFICE 


A Yorkshire girl dancer, whose life was 
saved by a Communist at the cost of his 
own during the fighting in Barcelona, 
described upon her return home yesterday 
her escape and how the dying man urged 
her to hurry to safety. 

She is Miss Wynne Mitchell, of Bennet- 
thorpe, Doncaster, who was about to 
commence an engagement at the Tivoli 
Theatre, Barcelona, when fighting sur- 
rcunded her train and. bombs nearly 
wrecked it. 

She took refuge in an hotel, and amid 
the fighting was told that a British 
destroyer was waiting to take her away. 

Miss Wynne said that a Spanish Com- 
munist, Raymond La Fonte, who was a 
sort of official. was escorting her and 
another English girl to the destroyer, 
when she saw his followers mow down 
some Fascists. 

“Then a man who had been trailing 
Raymond shot in our direction. Raymond 
leapt in front of me, and the bullet 
entered his body. He sank dying at my 
feet, told me to hurry to the destroyer, 
and gave me a keepsake of a bracelet. 

“I got to the destroyer, and, looking 
back, saw them throw his body into the 
water.”

HR to inquire into and examine on

“ The truth of a complaint of violation 
of duty preferred against Eamonn Coogan, 
a member, and one of the Deputy Com- 
missioners of the Civic Guards—namely, 
that at the Gresham Hotel, Dublin,’ on 
Tuesday evening, July 14, the. said 
Eamonn Coogan acted in a manner likely 
to bring discredit on the reputation of the 
Force,” 

The particulars of the complaints sub- 
mitted for the consideration of the Com- 
mission were set out in a joint statement 
made by Mr. John Joseph Harrington, 
general manager of the Jrish Press. and 
Mr. J. P. Cox, Elgin road, Ballsbridge. 
Mr. Harrington's statement was as 
follows :—‘‘ On Tuesday, 14th July, at the 
Gresham Hotel, at approximately 7.15 


‘_p.m., Í was standing. in the lobby talking 


business with Mr. J. P. Cox, when some- 
one came up behind me, violently bumped 
me,,and I moved towards Cox to let who- 
ever it was pass, thinking 1t was an 
accident. There was plenty of room on 
either side of us at that point. Imme- 
diately alter I found another bump, and 
thinking some friend might. be playing a 
joke on me I moved back again and started 
to turn around when I got the third push. 


ALLEGED THREAT 


“Turning round I saw a tall, heavy-set 
man, a stranger to me, and asked: ‘ What 
is the matter with you, can’t you see where 
you re going?’ He said that he had done 
nothing, and if I was looking for trouble 
he would give me plenty of it, his attitude 
being very provocative. He threatened to 
beat me up. [ told him I could take 
care of myself under these circumstances. 
He then said: ‘So you are one of those 
tough Yanks?’ I replied: ‘It does not 
matter what I am, but when 1 have 
offended someone I am gentleman enough 
to apologise.’ 

“Saying that he would not apologise 
to me he threatened to get me out some 
time, and I said: ‘ All right, just let 
mie know when you want to start.’ At 
this stage he stepped close to me, and, 
putting his hand into his right-hand 
pocket, said: ‘If it is trigger work you 
want I will give you plenty ’—thrusting 
his hand in the coat pocket close to my 
stomach, as if he had a weapon con- 
cealed in his pocket. I was watchin 
carefully for him to make a move, oad 
Cox said: ‘You cannot get away with 
that stuff.’ 

“ Here he turned to Cox, saying: ‘I 
have a gat here, and I will give you the 
contents of it.” The unknown man then 
moved towards the revolving door, and 
Cox kept to his right, watching his hand 
in the pocket, circled between the man 
and the door, and said: ‘ Produce that 
gun.’ The man kept his hand in his 
pocket, passed Cox and went out. Cox 
and I followed closely to see if a police- 
man was within hearing distance. The 
man turned left and walked six or seven 
paces towards the Savoy Cinema, and then 
returned to where Cox was standing” on 
the sidewalk. Two policemen were com- 
ing towards us from the direction of 
Cathal Brugha street, and I stepped 
over, told them of the threatened se 
ing, and asked , them to search the 
man. '' 


SEARCHED 


“ A witness told me the police were 
Sergeant Toplin, or Topley, and that the 
Guard was No. 134, and that he thought 
his name was D. Brosnihan. I have been 
told these men have not been on duty at 
that corner since. I cannot be certain 
of their names; I looked for them, but 
they were not to be seen. The sergeant 
and Guard came over to where the man 
was standing with Guards and asked if 
he had a gun. The man denied it, and 
the Guard searched him. The sergeant 
asked if he had put his hand in his 
pocket. The man repeated the process, 
and admitted that he had done it before. 
The sergeant did not find anything. 

“I said to the man, ‘That is what I 
think of your threats,’ and turned to go. 
I was asked if I wanted to prefer a 
charge. At this stage a smallish man 
came from behind us and tugged at the 
big man’s hand, trying to get him away. 
I have been told that the small man’s 
Michael Flynn, anc that he 
lived at the Gresham. The friend went 
over to a Hupmobile car, number 
Z1-4367, parked at the kerb at that 
point. 

“I spoke to the 
Cox, the stranger, 
together. I turned to walk into the 
hotel. The sergeant stepped up to me, 
asking if I wanted-to have the man 
arrested The stranger then went over 
to the parked car, where the Guard stood 
talking to the small man, who was. in 
the driver’s seat. I said: ‘No; he has 
been drinking. If he has not a gun we 
will let the matter drop.’ 

“I then went up the porch, where a 
guest of the hotel, William Hernan, 
witnessed the searching. He asked what 
was the cause of the disturbance.. When 
leaving my room about half an hour after- 
wards I met one of the porters, Jerry 
Farrell, who had witnessed the incident, 
in the lobby. He-asked me if I knew who 
the man was, and I said I did not. Farrell 
said: ‘ I believe he is Deputy Commissioner 
Coogan. I will let you know for certain 
to-morrow morning.’ That put the whole 
thing into a different light, and I decided 
to investigate it. - 

“ On Wednesday morning I got a photo- 
graph from our reference library of Deputy

CONDITIONS IN NORTHERN IRELAND 


Mr, Michael J. Cooke (chairman) presided 
at the half-yearly general meeting of the 
National Bank, at 34 College Green, 
Dublin, yesterday.

THE CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS 


Moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts, Mr. Cooke said— 
Ladies and gentlemen, our report and 
accounts having been circulated, [ propose to 
follow the usual procedure and take them 
as read, 

Will you now please refer to the balance 
sheet, while I make a brief analysis of the 
various items and compare the figures with 
those placed before you a year ago. On the 
‘‘liabilities’’ side our paid-up capital still 
stands at £1,500,000, while the “reserve 
fund’ has gone up to £1,100,000, to which 
figure we propose to add £10,000 from ‘the 
profits of the past half-year, Notes in circula- 
tion show a slight increase of £4,500. 
Deposit and current accounts at £37,716,000 
are practically unchanged, while the item 
poerecenyen to bankers’ drafts stands at

Now let us turn to the ‘‘assets”’ side. 
Cash on hand at £4,462,000 shows a decrease 
of £195,000, but our money at call is higher 
by some £966,000—a net increase of £771,000. 
Government. securities are lower by £859,000, 
while our other investments show an increase 
£32,000. Our advances against securities

are increased by £151,000, and our bills dis- 
counted are less by £173,000. Bank premises 
are practically unchanged at £739,000, but we 
now propose to allocate £10,000 out of profits 
in reduction of this figure. <A glance at the 
totals will show that our aggregate means are 
just under £42,000,000, while the proportion 
of our liquid assets to our liabilities to the 
public, payable on demand, is 61.9 per cent. 

Turning now to the profit and loss account, 
we pay a dividend at the rate of 12 per cent. 
per annum; place £10,000 to reserve fund; 
£10,000 in reduction of bank premises 
account, and carry forward £37,063. All 
bad and doubtful debts have been fully pro- 
vided for. 

BANKING DIFFICULTIES. 

During recent years intensive competition, 
cheap money rates, and unsettled conditions 
have all restricted the profits of bankers, and 
when I had the pleasure of addressing you 
last July I mentiéned that salary expenses 
continued to increase and taxation burdens 
were undiminished. This is equally true now, 
and faced as we have been with heavy 
establishment charges and a lesseming of the 
earning capacity of our funds, we have 
given careful attention to -improving the 
organisation of the bank. The _ steps 
taken in this directson have, I am 
glad to say, resulted in our working expenses 
being at a lower figure than would otherwise 
have been the case. In this and all other 
directions we have had the willing co-opera- 
tion of our officials, and before proceeding 
any further I desire to thank the staff on 
your behalf, and on behalf of my colleagues, 
for their loyal services, which are reflected 
in the satisfactory figures of the accounts in 
your hands. 

ASSISTING AGRICULTURE 

Agriculture, of course, has been, and will 
always remain, of the utmost importance to 
the well-being of the people of Ireland, and 
it has been a tradition of this bank through: 
out the hundred years it has beer function. 
ing to assist farmers to the greatest possible 
extent. Despite the difficulties of recent years, 
we have not failed in this direction, and we 
shall always be desirous of helping, in every 
way consistent with our duty to our de- 
positors, the farming community. 


RISING CATTLE PRICES. 


is the all-round improvement that has taken 
place in prices. The decline previously re- 
ported in the number of cattle under one- 
year-old is now making itself felt in a general 
shortage. This factor, combined with the 
extension of the coal-cattle pact, has brought 
profit-making back to trade, but rising prices, 
especially when accompanied by a shortage, 
may be yet a further hindrance to the 
recovery of those farmers whose stocks were 
dispersed within the past few years. 

ee are said to be selling fairly readily 
at about last year’s prices, with a recent 

ward tendency. There is some diversity 
of opinion about the pig trade, but when the 
new export bounties instituted in February 
last are taken into consideration, a progres- 
sive movement is anticipated. The chief 
obstacle in pig rearing at the present time 
is the high cost of feeding stuffs. Fairs are 
being well attended, and some new ventures 
and revivals have come under notice. 


HARVEST PROSPECTS 
The unusual severity of the winter and 
spring left the supply of grass for some 
time well under average, but better growing 
conditions have remedied this latterly. 
Similarly, harvést prospects were none too 
good until recently, and a reliable estimate

spread to some extent over the whole pro- 
ductive system. 

The Exchequer returns for the last quarter 
show, by comparison with the corresponding 
riod last year, an increase of over £430,000 
in revenue and a decline of over £240,000 in 
expenditure. This is satisfactory, although it 
must be pointed out that revenue from tariffs 
affects the cost of living figures. 

' NORTHERN IRELAND. 

In Northern Ireland there is a substantial 
amount of work on hands in the gy Agere 
Preparations are now in progress for the 
building of aeroplanes at an early date. In 
the linen industry a hopeful tone prevails, 
though there is still scope for improvement 
and recovery. Ropeworks and tobacco 
reports are satisfactory. Conditions in the 
property market, including land, licensed 
premises and business hotses, generally 
remain much the same. The building trade 
is still very active. Reports indicate that the 
standard of living is showing a steady up- 
ward tendency. 7 
CONDITIONS IN BRITAIN. 

The internal economic position continues to 
improve in Great Britain, and this, of course, 
in turn benefits the Free State. This must he 
so as long as Great Britain remains the prin- 
cipal. market for our exports. Increased 
activity is shown. in all of the principal 
industries, with corresponding improvement 
in the unemployment figures, and larger 
dividends are being paid by manufacturing 
concerns generally. 

Abroad the primary producing countries 
have been benefited by the advance in prices 
of raw materials, but the outlook in European 
affairs is in many respects disquieting, <nd 
stabilisation of the world’s currencies still 
remains to be achieved. Until the difficulties 
in these directions have been overcome, inter- 
national trade must, unfortunately, continue 
to be greatly restricted in volume 

THE BANKING COMMISSION. 

Twelve months ago Í mentioned to you 
that the Commission appointed by the 
Government to enquire into currency, bank- 
ing, credit,*etc., had commenced its delibera- 
tions, These are still continuing, and 
frequent, meetings take place. As a member 
of the Commission, I must, of course, refrain 
from making any pronouncement or express- 
ing auy views which might be interpreted 
as anticipating the findings of that body 
The field which is being surveyed is a very 
wile one, and it can well be visualised that 
many economic theories have been brought 
forward. The representative character of the 
personel of the Commission ensures that al! 
suggestions receive the fullest consideration. 
The whole problem as governed by the terms 
of reference is being most carefully explored. 

Í now beg to move the adoption of the re- 
port and statement of accounts, and will ask 
Sir George Murphy the deputy-chairman, to 
second it. Before putting the resolution to 
the meeting, I shall be giad to give any in- 
formation or answer any enquiries which may 
be made 

Sir George Francis Murphy, Bart. (chair-

THE BANK AND THE FARMERS. 

Mr. J. J.. Macken (solicitor, Mullingar), 
speaking in support of Mr. Briscoe’s motion, 
said that in the Stock Exchange to-day the 
price, of the hank’s shares was very high: 
this showed the confidence of the general 
public in the bank and its directors. He did 
not know, however, if the bank was giving 
all the help to farming that it could. The 
farming community in the Midlands was very 
badly hit. He would like to see the bank a 
bit more indulgent to the agricultural in- 
dustry. When the farmer had his money in 
the past he deposited it there. To-day, in 
the Midlands, he could not run to the bank: 
he. must take every shilling he got to the 
sheriff’s office. The bank should deal with 
frozen debts in a considerate manner: the 
Government had set a headline in the maiter 
of the land annuities. 

The vote of thanks was passed unani- 
mously, and. in returning thanks; Mr. Michael 
J. Cooke remarked that the bank had never
